most downtrodden on ihe face of the earth. 
The Khedive borrows money In every m arket, 
loads the country with debt, buttus th ea treiau d 
multiplies his harems; but progress, true, genutn# 
progress, lluds no place lu Bgpyt. Jo b b ery ,‘’back- 
Bheesh” and .swindling reign param ount. Whatever 
Improvements are made they are made in iha Inter­ 
est of the Khedive ana a few of his pam peicd favor­ 
ites. 
What a glorious land this might be wore U 
only properly governed ! Wiiat Is wanted here is a 
little of that energy and system which are trarnsform- 
ing your Western Htatei. With you the desert u 
made glad, and the wilderness rejoices aud bio»- 
sums as tho ro.se. 
With us the garden and the fruit­ 
ful Held are made desolate. 
Let me give you one example of the war In which 
things arc managed here. 1 give this case because 
I have buen made familiar with all Its details. 
An 
unscriipuious lavorito of the Khedive, who had in a 
lew years contrived to make himself a large land­ 
owner, quite recently cast nla ores upon a piece ol 
ground which belonged to an old but comparntivel.v 
poor family. 
Money was 
offered for the laud, 
but the owners refused to sell. 
“ We received 
the laud from our fathers; we owe U to our chll- 
dren. Wo may not part with It; it Is not oura to 
re'd.” Such wa.s their nnswcr. 
What, think yon, 
did the scoundrel dor He cut tho canal aud led oil 
the water which irrigated the coveted llelda The 
land, in consequence, was rond-'rod worthless. SosM 
of the friends yielded, and portions of the property 
were parted with. Others of the frteiuls refused to 
yield. The Mamoor swore by the beard of the Pro­ 
phet that he would have the land. Seizing one of 
the proprietors he had lam Qugqed nutti he con­ 
sented to sell the land for less than half Its value. 
The friend.» got np a petition, which was sent to the 
Khedive, but the father of his people heeded not th# 
cry ol his clUldreu, and the upshot was that the 
Khedive conUriued hi.» favorite in the right to the 
laud which he had taken by force. 
U nderfiitcha 
guvornmeut prosperity is Impossible, .such la the 
tyranny wliicn is exei-cUed upou tlie poor 
that 1 could name wnole villages from which the 
people have lied in de.spalr. 
I am sorry to say that the American Consul Gene- 
rai, Butler, is not wlumiig golden opinions Irom any 
si’ctlon of the community hero. The general opinion 
amonif all olas-cs is that ho Is a disgrace to the great 
country and people whom he represents. You nave 
already seen, doiibtles'-, tho article which recently 
appeared regarding him in tho Levant Ueruiu. 
I 
happen to know that every word of that article was 
true. A more brutal attack than that which he 
made upon tne Uev. Mr. Strand, the American mis- 
sionarr, is not conceivable. Just think of It! You 
send a mU»ionary to convert 
the 
poor Arab, 
and 
yon send a Consul General wno murder- 
on.Hly attacks the missionary at a public railway 
station. 
But for the interference of two English­ 
men It Is thought that Untier and a rascally Hyrlan 
Interpreter, who were freely using their stick*, 
would have made an endzif the m tsdonary. It i* 
unpleasant so to have to write of any man. Hut 
the name of the Great Hopubilo is not to be dlshoB- 
ored by a man who began his public life here drink­ 
ing and rioting like a common rowdy, and who has 
made htm.»e)f so obnoxious that he 1.» HhiiniK^ by 
all hi.» colleague.» and stint out of all good society. 
It IS the Auierlcaos rcsldenr here wiio feel meal 
ashamed.

About eleven o’clock last night George u. Kirk was 
taken by the Vigilance committee to a point on the 
Geiger grade, opposite the Sierra Nevada Mill, and 
summarily hung. Directly after the hanging of Ar­ 
thur Perkins, a few m onths ago by the Vigilance 
Committee. Kirk, together with several other bad 
characters, were nutifled to leave. All of them did 
so. Kirk going to Eureka. Ho got llreu of that part 
of the country and took the chances of coming back, 
alter being absent a few weeks. Ue only stayed a day 
or two before he received another peremptory notice 
to leave, and went to Carson. 
He remained tnere till yesterday afternoon, wnen 
he came back to Virginia, although he was lully 
advised that it was at the rLk of his life; but he ex­ 
pressed his intention of gomg to ophir canon, in 
tne vicinity of Halt Lake, and said he was going to 
leave on the stage this evening, taking a trunk and 
sonic tiilugs that ue had left at Virginia, and also 
said he had just money enough tu take him out 
there. lAst ulglit he took a bold i rulse alwut town, 
alihuiigh rncudd advised him to keep quietly out of 
Bignt tUl lie should leave tue city: but under the in­ 
fluence of liquor he became reckless and dcOaiit. 
Ue was at Seott’s dance house on C street tor a short 
time and other places, 
lie Anally went to tbe house 
ot a woman known as Dutch Mary, Nortn C street, 
opposite the City Hall. He had been there but a 
short Ume and was silting in the front room dnuk- 
ing whiskey with the woman, when suddenly there 
came a knock at the aoor, which was locked. Mary 
asked. •• Wno’s there V' “A fnend,” was the reply, She 
opened the door, and a stranger came In witu ofllccr 
McCrcady of the police. The officer stepped for­ 
ward and said, “George, I want you; come along." 
Kirk arose, and was talking with tne officer, who had 
lusi stepped outside of the door, when several men 
sprang upon him from ihe djrkim ss. They thrust 
the officer rudely aside, and in an instant had Kirk 
Inside of a carriage, whh h wa» standing in the 
•ireet, apparently for the purpose, and drove off In 
the direction of Cedar Hill. The stranger had also 
disappeared. This stranger was evidently one or 
the vigilante. The place selected for tne execution 
was the old car track of the Sierra Nevada mine, 
leading from a largo surfacAi gravel pit, or work­ 
ings, just above tho Geiger grade, and directly op­ 
posite the mill. This car track comes out on trestle 
work, to the neurht of twenty leei or more above the 
Steep olllBide, and the parilcalar point of suspension 
was about flixy or sixty feet from tne road. Judging 
from foof-tracks and other Information, there must 
have been nearly or quite two hundred of the com­ 
mittee; but so quietly, speo lliy and systematically 
was the affair conducted th at no lutlm ailon was 
given of ibeir movenionts, and no one about town 
seemed to know much or anything about it till It 
was all over. 
The rope was tied aroond tne north stringer of tho 
track, nnd. judging iiy Kirk’s neck being broken and 
deeply cut into by the rope, he mus. nave stood 
upon the track and jumped or was dropped off. 
Home little blooa bad also oozed Irom his mouth. 
Death was doobiless Imroedtaie. 
Hherlff AUiuson found the body of Kirk suspended 
Where we have descnlKiil. His leei and kaces were 
bound, his hands tied behind him, a handkerchief 
bandaged arounn his eyes, and npon the front ol his 
shirt was pinned a piece of white paper, wiih the 
following inscription 
wrttieu 
incrcoa:—“George 
Kirk commuted ool—returning to tow n.’’

IN C'OUMBBCIAL CIRCLES 
the week just closed has been devoid of im portant 
movement or feature. The wheat trade has been on 
a rather firmer basis, in consequence of London ad­ 
vices reporting a poorer crop season In Great Britain 
than was anticipated earlier !n the year, and also In 
response to apprehensions of a partial faUtire of the 
crops in the north of France. 
Uouon was steady 
until toward the close, when It showed some weak­ 
ness on the unexpected locrease—slight as it may 
nave becn-ln the receipts for the week, Indicating 
a rather prompt gathering of the present crop. The 
Influence of these larger receipts Is a temporary 
one, and operative for the time being outsUio of 
considerations as to the e.xteni of the crop Itself. 
The dry goods market was qniet. 


THE MCNBY MARKET. 
The stcreotvpod ease of the money m arket was 
undisturbed, but it Is only reasonable to believe that 
whatever the degree of activity, great or little, to be 
experienced In the full months we have reached the 
greatest relaxation. Not that there may be any ma­ 
terial change for several weeks to come, tmt any 
change which may occur will not be In favor of 
easier rates. The Chicago papers report that the 
country banks are drawing on the city banks quite 
freely, indicating a beginning of the great fall 
movement of the crops. 
i'rline commercial paper, m nnlng sixty days to 
six months. Is quoted 4)^ a 7X per cent discount. 
Foreign exchatigc expcrlcncca a liirther decline,

TIIR GOLD MARKGT. 
Tlie problem of the gold m arket has received such 
further solution as was given by its obstinate ad­ 
herence to 112 as an apparent average quotation. 
The more sanguine "bulls,” who looked for the 
periodical summer rise to the vicinity of 120. and 
the equally sanguine "bears,” who were forecasting 
a decline to 105 a lOO, have been severally dlsap- 
pointed. Now that gold has tided over the summer, 
or a good portion of It, without any extravagant ad­ 
vance, conjecture Is at work to decide the point to 
which U m ust fall in the winter, when we turn seller 
InaU'kd of buyeTTn the grand trade with Europe, 
The measure of that decline must of course be found 
in a due allowance for the excess of our Imports, 
which have been very heavy over the exports of 
produce and merchandise the rest of the year, 
tbe amount of which must undergo coasiderable 
diminution in quantity, Ifnot in cosh valuation, by the 
short crop ol cotton. 
We have been a very extrava­ 
gant people this year, both In sending money abroad 
to buy foreign goous and In going abroad to sjicnd 
our money. Americans in Europe were never so 
plenllfiil. Have we postponed the specie payment 
questtoninde^flffitejyt Or is our credit so good and 
has" Europé&u capital been so abundantly invested 
In our thousand and one new railways that we have 
received as much as we have spent ? The foreign 
exchanges had a weak look toward the close, as 
If we were getting more than we were parting 
witn. True, It is hardly the most satisfactory way 
of balaiicmg our foreign trade account, but before 
these railway bonds m ature—running as they do 
twenty to thirty years—New Y'ork will be the centre 
or the financial Bjstem of the world aud our debtors 
win never ask for their money, cheerfully content as 
they will be to get the Interest regularly, and, 
finally, to extend the mortgage or exchange It for a 
similar oliligatiou on some more recent enterprise. 
The man who can under these circnmstanccs pick 
out and limit exactly the resulting Influence of all 
the various Influences at work in the gold market is 
wiser 
than 
his 
generation 
and 
should Im­ 
mediately go Into tbe Gold Room and make 
his fortune 
before 
three 
o’clock 
to-morrow 
afternoon. The H er a ld theory will, alter all, be 
the one most likely to prevail. We shall grow np t j 
Bjiecie payments.

The SxHMto* «r th« niHtea l.lnad

The city vraa startled with a new horror 
yesterday. A sensation like an electric shock 
passed through our people as the flrsl news of 
the disaster on board the Staten Island ferry­ 
boat Westfleld found its way to the public. 
There has been no calamity so replete with 
horror, with so long a list of casualties and of 
such direct woful interest to the dwellers in 
our own city, as the present since the bloody 
riots of 1863. The Staten Island ferryboats 
are practically excursion boats, and are more 
crowded on Sundays, and esi>eoially at about 
the hour when this explosion occurred, than 
at any other time. There are said to have 
been at least four hundred people on board, 
most of them pleasure seekers going 
to pass the warm 
hours 
of the 
genial Sabbath afternoon in the shady groves 
of Staten Island. With this crowd of cheerful 
hearts on board the boat was just ready to 
steam out of her slip at Whitehall, when sud­ 
denly the terrible crash of an exploding boiler 
broke upon the air, and the boat was rent 
from stem to stem and from npperworks to 
keel, and the throng of merry hearts became 
suddenly a struggling, mutilated, bruised and 
dying mass of humanity. Some were thrown 
in the water, some on the piers, and some were 
pinned by the splinters of iron and wood to 
the wreck, while others—how many remains 
yet to be seen—were buried at once under the 
debris and beneath the troubled waters 
In the slip. 
Without a moment of 
thought or an iuslant of preparation forty- 
flve persons were sent to their account, and 


The accident upon the Kockaway steamer the 
other day induced us to ask the question of 
the officers of these steamers, collectively, 
What are your means of preserving 
life in case of an explosion, a colli­ 
sion or fire? 
Have you fully com­ 
plied with the regulations of the Board of 
¡Supervising Inspectors of Steamboats, re- 
cently issued by the Secretary of the 
Treasury ? Had the explosion on the West­ 
field occurred twenty minutes later she would 
have been out in the river, two or three hun­ 
dred feet from shore, instead of being moored 
to her dock, and wholesale drowning would 
have added most fearfully to the mortality 
list. Was she provided with the lifeboats and 
life preeervors required by these regulations, 
and are all the excursion boats fully supplied 
with the same? These are questions that 
ought to be answered at the coming investiga­ 
tion. We cannot help the catastrophe that 
has just oconrred—we can only mourn that— 
but catastrophes like this are always required 
to warn us of a general danger that may be 
impending, and we may at least benefit by the 
warning.

mutilated. The last steamboat explosion at 
all approaching the present one in its direct 
reference to our own citizens was that of the 
Albany steamer St. John, just as she was 
rounding into her dock in the upper part of 
the city, in October, 1805, but it did not begin 
to approach the present one in the number of 
its victims. There were only twelve persons 
killed on that occasion and about fifteen 
wounded. Tho Westfield explosion has heaped 
up a holocaust in comparison. 
The cause of the present explosion seems 
to have been a patch on the boiler; one of 
those ecomomical devices that save the ex­ 
pense of replacing entirely a boiler that 
has already served its time. The boiler that 
exploded had been in use nine years, accord­ 
ing to tbe testimony of tbe engineer, and we 
should think that it had endured considerable 
wear and tear. Tbe engineer, who appears to 
be an honest, etraightforward man, states that 
he had tried the cocks only a few momenta 
before and found plenty of water In the boiler, 
it being full up to the top cock, and the gauge 
showed that there were only twenty-seven 
pounds of steam on^ 
he 
said—oven the palcb, which he bad examined 
on Thursday last, seemed to be in good con­ 
dition. The boiler had been overhauled last 
winter, and had even passed tho examination 
of the United States Inspector as late as last 
month. 
With tho exception of the patch 
where the explosion occurred the boiler seems 
to have been all right, and the engineers seem 
to have been oarefnl men. The theory of the 
explosion must be sought for in an imperfect 
patch, unless further particulars of the terri­ 
ble disaster give more satisfactory clues to the 
cause. The Coroner’s investigation may set 
the question at rest, and if it should be shown 
either that a penurious disposition on tbe part 
of the company owning the boat or careless­ 
ness on the part of the engineers has served 
to produce the catastrophe, the Grand Jury 
have their sternest and strictest duty to per­ 
form in the matter, and the people will see to 
it that they perform it to the full extent with­ 
out fear or favor. It is stated by the engineer 
that, although be has his regular certificate, 
he has never sbcrwn it to the company’s officers, 
becatue tbe company’s officers did not require 
a certificate on that ferry. Here is a point 
that must be investigated. 
The safety of the nnmerous excursioniste 
who take their only breath of fresh sea air on 
the Sunday excursion boats—and their name is 
legion—require the fullest investigation into 
the cause of this woful disaster. There were, 
probably, a hundred thousand people of this 
city and Brooklyn afloat yesterday on the 
numerous excursion boats that ply In every 
direction aboot the East and North rivers 
and tbe waters of om Bay, and to any one of 
these excursion parties this fearfnl accident 
may have happened as well as to the recrea­ 
tion seekere on tbe Westfield. These excur­ 
sionists are not tbe drones or tbe roiigbs of 
our population. They are osually the bone 
and sinew of tbe city, the workingmen, the 
skilled mechanics, the well-to-do people of the 
metropolis, who, without the means or the 
inclinatiou to pass the summer at the great 
seaside resorts, take their summer holiday in 
morsels by means of these short Sunday trips. 
They take their families with them; and the 
list of casualties la tbe disaster yesterday, in 
its numbers of children and wives and mothers 
killed and wonnded, and even whole families 
killed, shows that the excursioniete on tbe 
Westfleld were composed mainly of the domes­ 
tic and thrifty classes. JusUcs to these 
classes, therefore, calls not only for a strict 
iovcBtigation of the direct causes of this 
calamity, but it requires also an immediate 
overhauling of all the exours'.on steamers that 
are eritnisted every Sunday and to a great

Well may we 
despair of peace in the South while the party 
in power makes misrepresentations of the 
state of things in the South for political 
objects, while it gives all its support and sym­ 
pathy to the negroes and endeavors to crush 
the native white people of that section.

He is a man of fine physical frame 
and appearance and can stand as much hard 
work and does as much of it in his pastoral 
and ministerial relations as any other minister 
in Brooklyn. Mr. Hutchings possesses a very 
sympathetic nature, is exoecdingly fond of 
children, and all tho little ones in and around 
Bedford avenue cling about him and kiss him 
as affectionately as if be was a father unto 
them. He is a man of large and liberal ideas 
and frequently exchanges pulpits with bis 
Methodist, Tresbyterian 
and 
Reformed 
brethren around him. 
The Rev. Mr. Halsey, pastor of the Walla- 
bout Presbyterian church, iu Franklin ave­ 
nue, near Myrtle avenue, is a worthy succes­ 
sor of the late Dr. Greenleaf. Under Mr, 
Halsey’s ministrakious during the past few 
years the membership of the church has largely 
increased, and tbe church edifice has been re­ 
built at a cost of over twenty thousand dollars. 
The Sunday school has also increased in num­ 
bers aud in usefulness aud interest, and a mis­ 
sion chapel has been established and main­ 
tained on Park avenue with remarkable suc­ 
cess. Probably tbe largest male Bible class 
in any church in tbe city is sustained in this 
mission, and very many of the mem­ 
bers are young men who have been 
converted 
from 
Catholicism 
in 
the 
neighborhood. Tbe Puritan Congregational 
church, on Lafayette and Marcy avenues, 
is also an offshoot of this Wallabout church. 
Mr. Halsey invariably writes out bis sermons 
and reads them from bis manuscripts. They 
are generally plain, expository discourses, 
which present in a simple and practical light 
the people’s relation to God and to each other, 
and they are backed up by strong and persua­ 
sive arguments based upon human conscious­ 
ness and obligations. Mr. Halsey is a man of 
medium size and build, an earnest and effective 
pastor, though not brilliant as a preacher or 
theologian. While bis church was in process 
of r?n9yation bis copgregation worshipped in 
and with the DeKalb avenue Methodist Epis­ 
copal church, and Mr. Halsey alternated in the 
pulpit with the pastor of that church. The 
most social Christian relations exist between 
the two churches, and, indeed, between all 
the differing churches and denominations in 
that section of Brooklyn, and, by the mutual 
interchange of pulpits, a strong desire for 
church union is being fostered and a great ad­ 
vance toward that desired end is made. 
The Rev. W. H. Wardell, pastor of the 
DeKalb avenue Methodist Episcopal cbnrch, 
is a young man of slight frame and about 
thirty-seven years of age. He is a native of 
New York, but was reared from infancy at or 
near Long Branch. He has been in the 
Church from boyhood, having been at the age 
of sixteen years licensed as a local preacher. 
He is a graduate of Wesleyan University, 
Middletown, Conn., and has been eleven 
years Ifl tho itinerant ministry. Until tbe 
present year be has been stationed in Connec- 
tlcnt, and at the last session of his Conference 
he was transferred from Waterbary to Brook­ 
lyn. . His appearance indicates and bis ser­ 
mons prove that he is a great and attentive 
reader, not only of the Bible, but of ecclesias­ 
tical and contemporaneous profane history. 
Ilis sermons treat very largely of doctrinal 
subjects, and are designed to fortify believers 
against tbe insidious machinations of ration­ 
alism and materialism and the other isms of the 
day, which are playing such sad havoc amon g 
tbe Churches of our land. Mr. Wardell’s forte 
seems to be to build up and strengthen the 
Church in the faith of the Gospel rather than 
by tbreateninge and denunciations and appeals 
to drive sinners to repentance. But he docs 
not at the same time leave tbe latter undone. 
Nevertheless his appeals to tbe impenitent are 
made from the only true standpoint of Christ’s 
great love to them and their obligations of 
duty toward Him. He has looked at the love 
of God in Christ Jesus as manifested in the 
redemption of mankind until the subject has 
become part of his own nature, and shows 
itself in all his words and actions. As a pastor 
and Sunday school man Mr. Wardell is unsur­ 
passed, and before he had completed his first 
month among them he had songht out and 
visited at their homes every member of bis 
church. He has also established a children’s 
prayer meeüng, which be superintends himself 
every Wednesday evening, and which, under 
his affectionate pastoral care, is eminently suc­ 
cessful and promises great good in the future. 
Mr. Wardell is greatly beloved by bis Church 
and congregation» and evidently deserves the 
best they can bestow upon him. DeKalb 
avenue church Itself has two thriving children 
in other parts of the city, and manifests a 
good degree of zeal and activity in the csnse 
of Christ.

Intense excitement and artivlty prevailed on 
board the police boat. Immediately on the news of 
the fearful catastrophe, the police boat anchored 
near the scene of the disaster and rendered all pos­ 
sible aid in recovering the dead and extending aid 
to the wounded. The latter being at once rrans- 
ferrcd in ambalauce wagons to the Hospitals.

trophe. Die IlkitAi.H reporter was struck with the 
singular quietude of tho scene. The moon shoue 
calmly and tho wnvo.8 of tne river were peacciuliy 
rtppling in iU subdued llghi, uucousi’ious of 
tho terrible disaster which has stricken many 
household with sorrow and diHiuay. Oulside the 
slip were congregated groups of men silently dis- 
cusfliiiK Die lucldeuLs of in'e disaster and anxiously 
awaiting fiiriher developments from those occiipy- 
lugthe two boats which uppoarod to be sluffglishly 
plying here and there lu and out of the slip and 
around pier No. 1 on tliclr iiioiirnrul task of recov­ 
ering Die bodies of Dhwc still iiiisslng.

during the passage, and when the explosion took 
place It spent its force in the direction where the 
least reslstóuce was offcrel, blowing the hapless 
crowd of pleasure-.seckers into ihe air.

the upper and hurricane decks only are blown away, 
the solid hull of the steam er escaping wltlionf much 
Injury.

Of men. women aud children were turned appealing 
for help toward the shore. 
Many of the poor people 
Who clung to pieces of the wreck had recclvc.1 
ecrlon* Injuries during their tall, and the blood 
poured freely from their wound.s.

good forianc had kept them in the rear parr of the 
steamboat, rushed back to the landing stage in 
terror for their lives; but as soon as tne paule had 
abated many of them returned to afford assistance. 
At the moment the boiler burst m en and women 
and pieces of the wreck conid be Indistinctly seen 
high up In the atr threngh the clouds or8te.im that 
for a moment obscured the view.

I was In the H e r a l d shipping office at the time of 
the explosion, and, looking out of the window, saw 
a volume of steam and ran out on the barge office 
dock.

Tne eyes were of a light bine hue, hair 
dark brown and Inxurlant, worn plain. The tace and 
limbs were bloated and slightly discolored from the 
effects of being In the water.

loads of the scalded wretches. Several private car- 
rlages and express wagons came to tne rescue and 
did splendid service. 
When these vehicles paased 
the crowds on their way up the streets with their

I agreed to his proposal, and we started from his 
I residence, on Madison avenue, abo-it twelve o’clock,

I start. Scarcely bad we set foot on the deck before 


I we were startled by the noise of the explosion, fol­ 
lowed by a crash that plainly spoke of 
RUIN AND DBSTBUOTIOV. 
My flrst Impulse was to rush back upon the 
bridge, bat a moment’s reflentloii sufficed to con­ 
vince me that the danger, whatever might have 
been Its cause, was now past, and accoralngly I 
went forward to endeavor to ascertain the nature 
and extent of the disaster. 
Never shall 1 lorget 
the scene which encountered my horrified gaze, 
around me lay men, wom?n and children, dead and 
dying, wretched creatures, writhing and groaning 
lu agony, whose whole thoughts had a brief mo­ 
ment before been occupied with aaiiclpailons ol 
pleasure.

Here lay a poor wretch, battered out of all resem- 
b aiice to humanll.v, and there a horse, lu whose

It reqnlred no fancy to detect the signs of fright, 
terror aud amazement. 
The chimney stack had 
fallen forward and lay across the wrecked portion of 
the boat. At flrst it was feared that the terrors of 
Are would be added to the other horrors of the 
scene, but happily this apprehension wa.s groundlens. 
In an incredibly brief time the Are brigade made 
their appearance on the scene and a hose was at 
once directed upon th at portion of the boat from 
which a conflagration was apprehended. The flre- 
incn Mien joined their el1'ort.s to those of the police 
in the work of extrlcatlug the dead and wounded 
from the fallen di'brls. 
Among the flrst bodies 
discovered was that of an inlaut who was riding 
ill a carriage with his mother. 
The caiTlage 
hod been driven by the force of the explosion atop 
of sonic pipes connecting with the boiler, aud in 
such a way taa t the poor child was actually roasted 
to death. The mother wheu extricated was still 
alive, but Injured so seriously that her recovery is 
considered iiupo.sslble.

1 left my residence aW Bowling Green a lew 
minuie.s beloro half-past one yesterday for the pur­ 
pose ot proceeding to Staten Island by the steamer 
Westtleid, which was to leave the dock at Whitehall 
street at half-past one o’clock. I paid my fare and 
got Inside the ferryhause just in time to see the boat 
move off with at least 800 persons on board. I was 
much aunoyed at haviug missed tne boau having 
had an engagem ent on Statan Island for two 
o’clock, and just as i was regretting w hat I consld- 
cred to have been my ill luck, I heard a terrible ex­ 
plosion, followod by smoko and siuam , which hid 
everything from vlow. 
There were live or six oth­ 
ers srandmfl on tne platform with myself at the 
time, and tho force of the explosion knocked two of 
mem and myself 
completely over.

had cleared away I saw that the fore part of the ves­ 
sel was a complete wreck.

A 
part of the roof of the ferrv house was blown off, 
aiKl men were immediately sot to work to pull off 
the ¡allliig and lallen timbers with ropes. 1 saw 
men, women and children thrown at least thirty 
feet up Into me air, the majority of whom fell into the 
water. It was pitiful aud hcartrcndiug to see them 
strnggltng in the water calling loudly for assistance. 
1 saw an immense uum ber of people, youug and old, 
jum p overboard to e.scape the burning steam, pre­ 
ferring to meet death by drowning than to suffer tho 
longer torm ents of death by scalding. Many of 
those were drowned, but a good many were plckod 
up and saved, while others succeeded in reaching 
tlio platform themselves.

•■rhcro were obout two hundred. Including dead 
and wounded, removed from the boat to the Bat­ 
tery; about one hundred m ust have thrown them ­ 
selves into the river lo escape bum iiig; and of 
this numlrcr and those who were thrown into the 
river by the explosion, about sixty wore picked up 
dead. Among those brought from the boat were:— 
Two men whose face and arms presented a irlght- 
ful appearance, the whole flesh being hanging on 
and their cloihes tom Into shreds. 
They were un- 
coDsclotis and not llKcly to recover. 
Une man had a cut on his neck as if cut by s razor. 
He was taken Into a drug store Ui Whlleliall sireei. 
Where his wound was dressed. 
one woman became wildly Insane. 
She lost her 
husband and fonr children, and having recognized 
III the hands of the police the dead bodies of two of 
her Children sho made frnntlc efforts to tear them 
away from th e arms of th e officers. 
Mr. Henry Moiitagiio Harrison brought out a young 
lady who h.'id all her hair burnt off her head, and 
all her teeth, except one, were entirely knocked out. 
She was not otherwise injured, beyond the mental 
excliomcnt which she suifcrod from. Mr. Montague 
llari'ison, aitovo alliulcd to.

the spot at the time of the accident made himself 
most active m rendering asslsiance to the wounded. 
One youug woman who was drowned had her 
tongue hungiug out of her mouth, showing th at she 
had straggled hard for life. 
One mail was lound with the top of his head 
blown off, totaUy blind, alive and conscious, but not 
likely to live. 
Several were brought out alive, minus their legs 
and amis. 
One little follow lay dead on Uio tower lu the ferry 
house. Hts chest was all burned, and his clothes 
all m shrcda The body of one lady was found with 
nothing on but her petticoat, while the bodies of 
others were alm ost naked, their clothlQg haviug 
been burnt off. 
One man, said to be one of the engineers, was 
found dead and jam m ed In among the rulus, with a 
piece 01 iron through hla chock. 
One of the gentlemen drowned, and whose body 
was recovered, wore a massive gold watch and 
chain, and had |70o in his pocket book. His name 
did not transpire. 
Among tho dead was a little baby a few months 
old, with one leg off. 
It was scalded to death. The 
m other snared the fate of her poor little one. 
A good many stray limb.s were plckod up out of 
the water and in the boat, and several pieces of 
f ue woodwork wore found floating with pieces of 
flesh sticking to them. 
Most of those picked up by the boats were found 
to be dead. A good mano bodies sanK, but at a 
later period of the evening about tony were re­ 
covered bv grnppltuff Irons. 
Tho scene ou the Battery baffles descrtpHon: It 
was one which made the heart grow sick to wilncss 
the dead and maimed, who a few luiniues previously 
were in the enjoyment ot perfect health, aud who, 
perhaps, looked forward to a nappier end in this 
world. It was sad to look upon tiic disflgurcd forms 
of those fair ones whose countenance gave evidence 
of much lovollnc,ss and beauty, and who never more 
were lo gladden tho homo of a fond uusbami or 
brother. It wa.s and to iook upon the maimed forms 
of tho stronger sex and to ihlnk of tne weeping 
widows and orpnan children wlilcn thoy had loft be­ 
hind—of the desolate homes which they would never 
more enter. The Battery, Indeed, was m ore like a 
battlefield than anjtbing else, but made more sad 
by the weeping wife looking for her husband, the 
child for Its m other and tho husband for his wife and 
little ones. A wounded German was sitting under a 
tree receiving every attention from his devoted wife 
and child, who were adm inistering stimulants to 
him. 
Tho ferrym.an was hoard to state recently that It 
was near time for the .steamer lo be Inspected, as 
the boilers were not At for It. 
The vessel was thirty 
years old, and her boilers were not, it is st.ued 
strong enough for the pressure of steam put on 
them. 
When the Northflcll steam er rcturhod 
from 
Staten Island, about three o’clock, sho failed to got 
a single return pas.senger, and she had to return, 
towing the remains of the Wesifleld to Htatca 
Island. 
In the m idst of tl:o excitem ent and after the 
ferryman had left Ills post to assist in rescuing the 
wounded, ills offico was entered aud a sum of $1,3 0 
stolen from the d esk .________ 


S rntem ent o f H r. II. II. Iln lo . 
I intended being a passenger yesterday by the 
We.sUlelii, and had gone aboard a few m inutes be 
fore the explosion. A Irlond fortunately called m 
down to the bridge to speak to me and I stepped 
ashore to talk with him. While wo were conversing 
the explosion took place. 
I was between the boat 
and the ferry m aster’s office, with my back to the 
boat. Tho tlrst sensation I experienced was the 
conciLsslon, the causa of which I Immediately sus. 
pected. I had a friend on board, with whom 1 was 
to make the excursion to the Island. 
I rusned back 
to him. Ills name is Laverne E. Beebe, of Oneida 
county, in this State. 
Ue was sitting in tho upper 
cabin, 
right over 
the boiler. 
That was t’ue 
last I saw of him, and, although I have looked

Mr. Nicholas Muller, the wcil-known politician of 
the First ward, wa.s one of those who was near the 
scene of the dlsnstcr when Ihe explosion took place. 
•I'he moment he ascertained the extent of the 
calamity tnat had occurred Mr. Muller, with praise­ 
worthy humanity, engaged at his own expense every 
carriage and conveyance he could find to convey 
tho wounded to tho hospitals. In conversation with 
a reporter of the Ukralp Mr. Muiler stated that he 
wa-s almost the distance of a block away when he 
beard tho noise of the explosion. 
It resembled the 
sound made by the discharge of a gun. “I at once,’» 
said Mr. Muller, “ rusned to the ferry slip, where a 
Bight met my gaze which I shall not soon forget. 
The boat presented a spectacle of utter wreck and 
destruction, as If it had been struck with a thunder­ 
bolt. On every stdc lay men, women and children 
groaning and writhing In agony. The passengers who 
had escaped seemed to have lost their senses and to 
be dnmbfcuiidcd. 
Many who were themselves un­ 
injured had friends and relatives on board, and 
were lost m agonizing doubt and suspense as to 
ilielr fate. One woman excited the pity of all who 
beheld her as sho riishea about iraiuically looking

.•?tatPRic]it of tho Police Ofllcor on D uty in 
tho P n ik . 
Police Officer W. .1. Colby, who wa.s on duty at the 
Battery, witli Officers J. .Styles and lYUliam Baldwin, 
wheu the explosion occurred, m akes the following 
eiatement:— 
1 was Oh duty In the Park on .Sunday, 1 happened 
lo be staudlug at the .Staten Island feny house, iu 
conversation with a detective officer, at the time of 
tlie explo.sion. The flrst thing 1 know of It was tills— 
1 heard a dull, heavy sound and immediately It struck 
me wliat had Impponed, aud I .said to the detcciivo, 
“My God! the boiler has burst on tho ferryboat!’’ 
1 ran on to the ferryboat, and iliore were the people, 
a crowd of them, la the stern of the boat, all iraiitl- 
cally w IiM g forward on to the slip. 
I jumped 
over to the imrrlcano deck nn(l did my best to help 
the people there down to the lower deck. 
Officer 
Shcllock was there doing his host iilso, and both of 
us got down from Hie hurricane deck all the people 
who had been burned or scalded, and 1 a.sslsted In 
carrying them to a shod at the west side of tüc ferry 
lum.se. 
I ran forward on the boat and I saw people strug­ 
gling in the water in the dlrcctlou of the slip. 1 hero 
were men, women and children beating about, and 
their eflorLs to keep above water were frightful to 
see, aud mauv were drowned. 
There were people lying around groaning and 
badly Injured, ¡some were scemmgly .'-lupcfled with 
terror, though only slightly lajurcd. All who were 
badly wounded ami unable to walk we placed on 
wagons ana all kinds of conveyances we could pro­ 
cure»» th e y can ift fo hnnd aud sent them on, as 
many us we could each load, to the Park Ilospirni. 
Tlie .scene, sir, was terrible. The cries were heart­ 
rending, la my experience I nev«r heard or saw 
anytning like It.

there was a small number of people going on board. 
Ue considered It a small number, compared to the 
rush at other times, and was pretty sure that 
there could not have been, at the outside, more than 
four hundrod persons ou the boat at the time of tlie 
cxploslo.i. She was an extra boat—the Westfleld— 
he said, and It was one or two •m inutes after nalf- 
post one o’clock when the bed was rung for her to 
start.

1 
have taken nine persons to the station honsc, two 
from the ferry and eleven irom the station house to 
the Park Ilo.si’ltal. 
I judge Hierc were from three to 
four hundred people ou the boat at the lime of the 
explosion. Michael Quigley and Patrick Collins, 
battery boatmen, arc deserving of groat praise for 
tne number of lives tncy rescued.

The explosion h.aii 
hardly occurred before a 
IlKKALD reporter started for the scenes 01 death. 
Walking rapidly down Broadway he met numerous 
evldenoe.s of the horrors of the disaster. Men au'l 
women passed 
him with white terror-stricken 
faces—some with the 8calde(l flesh of face and 
hands hanging In shred-s and dripping on the pave­ 
ments, and with ihe blood oozing from ugly wounds 
and brnbies. A man was carrying In his arms tne 
lifeless body of a Itttle child, whose dimpled face 
and arms were masses of ftaeld and livid flesh. 
In 
the drug store at No. 6 Whitehall street thirly-two 
of the injured were kindly attendca to during the 
afternoon. Tho name of only one of tnese wa.s as­ 
certained, and Is William HullwldiUe. 
He keeps a 
dining saloon at the corner of Prince and .sulhvan 
streets. Both his wile and sister were on the boat 
with him, and he, of coarse, did not know wheiher 
they were atlve or dead. 
Ilis face was tcrrtuly 
scaldetl, the flesh hanging In shryds. 
The greater part of the injured and killed were 
first taken ’0 the First prcchict station house, lu 
New street, where they were laid out in ghastly 
rows upon the floor. The conveyances in which tlicv 
wore brought wera followed by Immense crowds. 
Wltlilu Iho station house the scene was Indescriba­ 
ble. The police officers and those who lent helping 
hands were contiuually arriving with fresh victims. 
The living were laid on the floor in the back room 
while tlieir injuries were hastily attended to, after 
which they were carried to the wagons and ambu­ 
lances which were to convey them to the hospitals. 
Beslde.s tbe Injuries produced 
by the hot steam 
many were mangled horribly by the flying frag­ 
ments of the fatal bout. 
One woman from whom 
tho clothes were half torn, wa.s a mass of raw and 
llvln flesh. A man and hts wllc were there together, 
both injured, but not so badly as uot to be able to 
talk and condole with each other. Some one com­ 
ing In and recognizing the man laid a hand on his 
head, saying: - 
“ You got off easy, didn’t you ’ Yes, you did; yes, 
you dldf” 
The dead were the mest horrible sight. 
Little 
children and babes had been brought in whom no 
one could name, the faces wearing all the smiling 
peacefulness of a childish sleep. One was dressed 
in a pretty velvet suit, and had light anburn lialr 
and fair complexion. The eyes were closed. frlngc*d 
by long lashes that rested on the placpl check. One 
leg was turned to a greenish purple, and the lllHe 
hands were Imbued with blood, probably of some 
other victim. Another child, drcssc I in the white 
pure dress of babyhood, lay dead without a stalo of 
blood, but with the same calm smile of dreaming 
Oblivion. 
People in terrible suspenso and expectancy came 
in to see tho victims, shrinking from the fear of find­ 
ing some ouc near and dear. The throng was most 
peculiar tiecausc of Its dlvcrsifled character. 
It in­ 
cluded those of every age, every character, every coni 
dition in life. Around tho dead pressed a dense circle 
peering through the dlsflguratious of bloody and 
scalded 
flesh to find the real Itncamouu. 
An 
old woman—a staid m atron 
of 
flfty—stooped 
over to exam ine the stockings of a young man, fear­ 
ing, no doubt, m at they were those kuit by her own 
hands. But they were not; for she saU, “No, that’s 
not my son.” Another man turned a gold ring 
around on a dead linger to discover some marks of 
ownership or raomorlani. 
Amoug the bodies was 
that of an old lady, with iron gray hair, whose name 
was Matilda Moffiil. 
Loaning against tho wail near 
by was her husband, an old man, wltli tcmOlc lu* 
Junes, who an.swered to the question if that was his 
wife, with uiuiainral calmuess, “ Yes, that one.” 
Beside her lay tlio body of a young wuwian, att Ired 
IU a black alpaca dress, with oversleeves of white 
ittusua. 
Her race aud iy ia were fair to lijvt 


and her smail, crosseit iiaud.s were wntre and detl- 
cate, the taper Ungers encircled by goPI rings.

In the neighborhood of First and Second avcoues 
and Twenty-slxth street It soon became very evident 
that an alarm ing catastrophe had occurred some­ 
where, Between the hoars of two and three ihe 
neighborhood of the Bsllevne Hospital wore the 
Dsual aspect of Sunday afternoon peacefulness. But 
ambulances and express wagons soon commenced 
arrive beating the dead and dying from the 
scene of the accident. Tbe im mediate inhabitants 
were soon arouse i from their after dinner slumbers 
and were eagerly thronging around the vehicles, 
ana from the scraps of Information given by 
the drivers and attendants, the outlines of the 
horror were gathered by the crowd. 
Reports of the 
wildest and most exaggerated kind 
flew irom 
tongue to tongue, and as ambuleuce wauon and 
carriage rolled up to tne gates of the hospital with 
Its ghastly freight no m nior, however horrible, wild 
or exaggerated, was disbelieved, but was eagerly 
passed about, becoming the common properly of 
those who had evidently come prepared to sup full 
of horrors. Neither were tney disappointed, for the 
o ecu D an tso f the vehicles as they drore up to the 
hospitals were

in the extrem e, and as glimpses were caught by the 
surrounding m ultitude a shuddering m urm ur of 
horror shook the crowd. 
An ambulance arrived with the noily of am an en­ 
veloped to coltou wool, severely scalded, u n the 
front «eat sat a man with his clothes tom . his shirt 
UlsarraDged, and Ids lower limbs hanging down, 
em shed and taelpless. Another shndtier of horror 
ran through the crowd. Another ambulance came 
along, containing three bodies, evidently stilt alive,

in this vehicle also was the body of a child 
of tender years. 
Next came an express wagon, 
with a canvas snpported by three men in iront and 
three behind, evidently containing something

on the front scat sal a man mangled and bleeding, 
and behind was one having his head, arms and tegs 
scalded and covered with wool. The wool was no 
doubt placed there to prevent the action ol the ai- 
mosphere on the wounds until they could be pro­ 
perly dressed by the surgeons of me liospitui. 
as 
each vehicle discharged its freight it was rapidly 
hurried away to the scene of Ihe disaster to convey 
fresh victims of the catastrophe to the hospital. 
As time wore on those who came flrsf for the 
most p.irt Iinrrled away, and the aspect of the crowd 
became considerably changed. Scdier, 
respeeta- 
ble, well-dressed people, witn anxiety depicted 
upon every featurq, now thronged the scene, and, 
from casual obscrvat.ons dropped here and there, 
It bcram e evldeiit that they came lu search of some 
relative or irlend. 
Carriages came hurrying from 
all parts of the city, some containing unfortutiaic 
victims and other anxious and inquiring friends of 
those who were likely to be on the lli-fatcd steam­ 
boat. 
By this time some twenty or thirty 
I.UAD8 OP DKAI) AND DYl.VO 
had boeu recmvcd into the hospital, and applica­ 
tions from those outside the gates tjccamc numerous 
aud clamorous. 
Any aud cYcry one who had a 
relaüve or frlentl who might posslhly, by the merest 
chance, be passing over to stuten Isiand, iiecamc so 
intensely and excltodly Interested that only a visit 
to Bellevue Hospital could 
saiKfy them ; 
and. 
alitiough the wardens and officials to attendance 
for a time were 
obliged to refuse o-.imlttaiice 
with the utmost courtesy, aud the police onuidcthe. 
gates exercised theft duties as forl>curlngly as po-s 
Bible under the circumstances, yet the cxciiemen- 
cHOsed by thcsi' coustaut reliisals, toe incessant 
arrival of fresh vlcflnis, and the maddening rumors 
circulating among the crowd, added horrible inten­ 
sity U) tne feelings of those who came in search ot 
tlieir near ana «lear ones. 
"There are over five hundred killed and injured," 
said one, who, having rcinrned from me scene of the 
accident, wo.-! immediately looked upon us au autho­ 
rity, and couaequcntly surrounded by a number of 
excited questioners. 
"There arc some very young batiies,” said a young 
girl to a group of others snrroundlng her, -and they 
cannot find ouM o whom they hclong,” sU^ added.

'T m looking for my brother,” Mud a young man; 
"h e went to Staten Island about «ine o’clock.” And 
hero ne made application for adm ittance, which 
conld not be granted at that rime. 
At three o’clock and from th at to four the crowd 
outside the hospital was fuJiy 3,000. and from five to 
six 
o'clock 
it 
had 
increased 
to 
fully 
6,000 
persona, 
in which 
every class of society was 
representetl, Dlocklng up First avenue and Twenty- 
sixth street in such a maimer as to render the pas­ 
sage of cars and vehicles almost Impossible, each 
one portraying on his couutenanca the fearful inter­ 
est he feu respecting this hornillo caum ity. 
At seven o’clock there were displayed in the 
Morgue thirteen dead bodies for Identification, aud 
numberless people were allowed by tbe jmllco to file 
post singly. 
There lay the portly man of flfty and the Infant of 
two or three years, the woman of m ature age aud the 
maiden In her teens. 
For iha most p a n ihelr cloth­ 
ing was respectable and decent, but the aspect of 
their connteuanccs was ghastly iti ihe extrem e, and 
as the anxious people passed slowly by the ex­ 
clamations of horror were painful and niimerons. 
Outside those who had seen the feariul sight were 
gathered in anxious groups repeating the story of 
what they had witnessed. 
Presently 
there 
arrived 
au Adams’ Express 
wagon, covered wiih an awuiiig and followed by an 
excited m nltltnde. Tne Iron gates of the hospital 
were slowly swung open, but the wagon passed on 
down to the dead house, aud the m urm urs of the 
m ultitude Increased in intensity. 
Inside the dead house the scene was sickening 
and heartrending as the corpses were brought In; 
men, women and children, saturated and bleeding, 
clothes torn, hair streaming wildly, eves glaring,

Indeed, a sight to 
shock tbe strongest nerves and send a chill lo me 
boldest heart. 
The effect of the news of this terrible calamity

TBE UOREORS

None save Uiose whom duty or anxiety lor a miss­ 
ing irlend called into tbe neighborhood of Bellevue 
Hospital yestenlay can fully realize the terrible 
excitem ent without and the awful gbastliness with­ 
in Its walls. Men who have been used to scenes of 
blood m every variety say they never saw anything 
so horrible as the sickening heaps of charred 
corpses In the dead houses, and In many cases tbe 
more horrible mass of human cinder from which 
the 
spark 
of 
life had not yet fled, 
which 
was to be seen on every side t hrough tbe wards. 
At about two o’clock the officials of the boepltal 
were just about to seal themselves at the dinner ta­ 
ble when tne telegraph annonncetl the dreadful tra- 
ge<ly. Not a moment was lost, and In less time than 
m ak e s to write of It the am bulances were under 
way and hurried to the Centre street Hospital, full of 
surgeons and surgical instrum ents; but yet express 
wagons and every kind of private oonveyance 
was pressed Into service, and by half-past three 
o’clock tbe ambulances began to retnru heavily 
la<len with their horrible freight. 
A reporter from the Herald reached the hoepltal 
about the time that the first ambulance arrived and 
remained there until m idnight last night. By the 
Kindness of .Mr. JOhn Toel. the courteous clerk of 
the Coroners’ office, and Wanlcn Brennan, who 
were Indefatigable lo iheir exertions to afford the 
reporter an opportunity of seeing every case which 
was brought in, he was enabled to be a spectator at 
the must horrible scenes, the lea.st of which was 
horrible beyond bis conception. Ih e scene at the 
Morgue When tbe first wagon lull of dead bodies 
came tearing down Twenty-sixth street 
BAFFLB.8 ALL DKSCKIPTION. 
Tlie n*ws of the disaster hail Jn.st reached the 
npper portions of the town, and all who had friends 
or supposed they bad friends, who by the least po,j- 
sible chance could be on or near the lll-iated boat, 
rushed In shoals to the lio.spital. 
Many who had 
seen friends taken into the Centre street Hospital 
and had l>een told that they were to be transferred 
to Bellevne rushed up in frantic haste and swelled 
the mighty throng in front. 
Another class in the 
crowd more to oe pitied than all the rest were those 
who had seen dead boilles removed from the Park 
Hospital and came up ivrlxi hopo and fear to have 
a look at the ghastly exhibition that was altout 
10 be prcparetl for them. 
When 
THE FIRST CARTLOAD OF DEAD 
arrived from the bcodc of the disaster there were 
fully flfieeu thousand people assembled before tho 
gates, and a half suppressed wall arose from the 
multilnde as it polled up aud Us ghastly freight was 
tr.msferred to the dead bouse. 
Captain Byrne, of 
the Twcniy-ihlrd precinct, and Captain Cameron, 
of the Eighteenth, were early on the ground with 
their men, and the eager crowd who in their ter­ 
rible anxiety would almost have broken open tho 
gates 
were 
with 
dlffitulty kept 
back. Then 
ambulance 
after ambulance began to 
arrive. 
As each hailed Itefore tbe front gate the groans 
of the Injured and the dying were to be heard dis­ 
tinctly, and a general hush prevailed at each 
irc.sh arrival of sufferers. 
As the hours went 
on the crowds outMdc swellesl, until at Twenty-sixth 
street and avenue A on both sides for a couple of 
blocks was one

one portraying on his conntenancs the fearful inter- 
est ne felt respecting this horrible calamity. 


At seven o'clock there were displaced In the 


Morgue thirteen dead bodies for identification, and 
numberless people were allowed by the police to file 
past singly. 


There lay the portly man of fifty ana the Infant or 


two or three years, tae woman of mature age and the 
maiden in her teens. For the most part their cloth- 
lug was. respectable and decent, but the aspect of 
their countenances was ghastly In the extreme, and 
as the anxious people passed slowly by the es- 
clamationft of horror were painful and numerous.
